After this statement of his views, the Doctor concluded 
his remarks with his inevitable and characteristic allusion

After the speech of the member from Hnntsville, a 
resolution (introduced yesterday, but lost) was again 
brought up—to call the roll of Presbyteries, for the pur¬ 
pose of giving opportunity to each to speak in order, and 
then to refer the subject to a Select Committee of thir¬ 
teen, to report a plan of action to the Assembly. A 
debate on this resolution immediately “ came in like a 
flood,” and swamped the main question, and held its head 


under water for the remainder of the afternoon. It is not 
drowned out, however, and will eventually come up above 
the surface to-morrow. 

The result of the afternoon's debate was comparatively 
nothing. The boar of adjournment arrived and cut short 
the discussion without a vote.

The usual formula of” approving the records ” of the 
different Synods, which is usually the most placid business 
in the world, gave rise at this morning's session to an 
animated debate, which shows where the feelings of the 
Assembly are fixed. The Committee on the Records of 
the Synod of Kentucky reported in terns of disapproba¬ 
tion that the records of that body contained one paper 
which expressed censure on the “ General Assembly 's 
agitation on the subject of Slavery " as “ unjust and op¬ 
pressive.”

It bail been especially disastrous in its influence on this J 
branch of the Church at the South, diminishing its num¬ 
bers and crippling its influence. Mr. Dickerson was espe¬ 
cially severe on the Home Missionary Society for its late 
action in the refusing aid to Southern Chnrches impli¬ 
cated in slaveholding. It was, indeed, a strange position 
to assume. The Gospel is acknowledged to be the cure 
for all the ills of society ; and yet a Christian Missionary 
Society refuses to send tot remedy to the slaves or to 
their masters! 

Such was the general strain of remark by Mr. Dicker- 
son. He was collected and unimpassioned, but very im¬ 
pressive.

er of those miserable cases of slave-catching, with 

-ly unpleasant concomitants, has been brewing in 

oar vicinity. In order that it may be understood, we be¬ 
gin the story at the beginning. On lost Tuesday a week 
tbe United States Deputy Marshal aud assistants under¬ 
took to arrest a fugitive slave named Addison, who had 
been residing in the neighbourhood of Hecbauicsburg, 
Champaign County, for some six mouths. The result of 
tbeir valiant efforts is given as follows by the Urbana 
Cititm: 

“ Quite early in the morning tbe party, composed of five 
Kentuckians aud tbe two Deputy Marshals, made a descent 
upon the cabin of Mr. Hyde, about one mile from the burg, 
where the coloured man Addison resided. Making known 
the object of their visit, and reading their warrant, Mr. 
HoHn ir.i,i it.., uj: -there, and interposed 


that, according to the Bible, it ia right, and also nearly all

Presbytery are slaveholders, believing it to be, according 
to the Old and New Testament Scriptures right—while a 
large majority of tbe members, who are property-holders, 
are slaveholders, believing tot it is right,” while offering 
qualifying explanations of tbeir language, the Presbytery 
have assumed tbe responsibility of sustaining snch minis¬ 
ters and elders in their position. This Assembly are con¬ 
strained in the exercise of its power of reproving, warn¬ 
ing and bearing testimony against error in doctrine, or 
immorality in practice, in any Church, Presbytery or 
Synod, to disapprove and condemn the position which is 
thus assumed by the Presbytery of Lexington South, as 
one which is not only nDScriptural, bat utterly opposed to 
the convictions of oar Church, and calculated to m 
peace and seriously hinder its prosperity, as well 
bring reproach upon onr holy religion. 

> This Assembly do hereby call on tbe Presbytery of I 
Lexington Sooth to review and rectify their position; 1 
and in case the Presbytery shall neglect to comply with 
this request, the Synod of Mississippi is directed to take 
cognizance of the case at its earliest convenience.

to fight. Tbeir arms were muskets, double-bare i 
guns and rifles, and they overtook Churchill’s 
Lamberton, in Clinton County, 12 miles from Jsr 
and tbe same distance from the Little Miami read. 

Lewis instructed bis men that in case he wa 
Churchill, they were to fire at once. He then w. :■ ,, 

Churchill and told him that he must obey the habeas corpus 
and warrant. Mr. Churchill then threatened to shoot. 

Ur. Lewis told him if he did so his whole party would be 
shot. Churchill submitted then at once, Bunker and 
Starr escaping. The prisoners charged with assault with 
intent to kill were examined at Springfield and placed in 
jail, while their prisoners were set at liberty. The 
Marshal’s force was well armed. 

When incarcerated, they telegraphed to this city, and 
United States Marshal Seifert telegraphed, we are in¬ 
formed, to the Secretary of the Interior for instructions, and 
our reporter was informed that, in consequence of those 
instrnctions, a despatch was sent to Churchill and his men 
to stay in jail and not accept bail. A writ of habeas corpus 
to bring Churchill and and his men to this city, was 
promptly issued by Judge Leavitt of the District United 
States Court, and sent on to be served on tbe Sheriff hav¬ 
ing them in custody. 

It is rumoured semi-officially that if this is not complied 
with, write will be issued for near a hundred of those im¬ 
plicated ia capturing and taking into custody the Deputy 
United States Marshal and bis assistants. 

The only one agaiust whom United States warrants 
were got out, who has yet been brought to the city, is 
named Isaac A. Sargent. He was arrested by Deputy 
United States Marshal John Kiefer, assisted, by Deputy 
Sheriff Nelson, of Springfield, in so private a manner that 
no one else in Springfield knew of the affair until he had 
been some time started on the care for the city. He is 
suspected of being concerned in opposition to the Fugi¬ 
tive Slave law, and charged with being in correspondence 
with the Undergound Railroad directors. He was yester¬ 
day admitted to bail and left for home. His trial is to 
take place before the United States Commissioner, Now- 
ball, on Monday next.

States Marshal Churchill, who expresses himself confident 
of being able to disprove the charges of attempted mur¬ 
der agaiust bim.

The prisoners strenuously 
deny that they were intoxicated when performing their 
official duties, “ for,” they declare, “ they are all temper 
ance folks where we were operating, and a drink was 
to be got for love or money.” The account they give of I 
the business differs in many respects from tbe assertions 
made in public; when I forward you the testimony the 
true facts of the case will be made known. The accused 
inform us that your account of the matter, published 
yesterday, is the nearest to the true one that has been 
published.

Professor J. Stmnoton Brown took the platform, and 
spoke of the retrogradation of ideas in this country. 
Negroes were once everywhere recognised as men, but 
now the necessity is to prove that he is really a man, and 
not an ape. He was glad to see this issue made. He 
liked to have people “ toe the mark,” if i l was a devilish 

He then went into a criticism of the tests of humanity, 
concluding his remarks by asserting that if the negro is 
not a human being, there is no evidence that there 
any human beings. 

Andrew T. Foss said that he should not spend any time 
ia discussing whether or no slavery was wroDg. He 
should a ssume that; for if he did not know that slavery 
was wrong, he did not know that anything was wrong. 
He need not labour to prove burglary, piracy and marSer 
wrong ; then why slavery, the sum of all villanies 1 

He had a criticism to make upon the Church: it 
more in fault in this matter than the State, for it created 
the politics. And the Beechers and the Cheevers were, in 
his judgment, more dangerous to the cause of the slave 
than the open, undisguised pro-slavery priests; for, what¬ 
ever their professions, their position is identical with that 
of the others, and they are enemies to anti-slavery, in the 
guise of friends. 

He would not criticise the Democratic party, because it 
was beyond the hope of redemption. It was composed of 
two classes, one fools, the other knaves. But the Repub¬ 
lican party he would criticise; they are within the reach 
of the means of grace; they are neither knaves nor fools: 
they, in tbe main, are desirons for the abolition of slavery. 
The sentiment of the masses of the party is good, bnt they 
are deceived by their leaders. Individually, they would 
not return a fugitive or suppress a slave insurrection, but 
as a party they are true to the Union, and ready to dis¬ 
charge all tbeir duties to it

Evening. —The President, E. Quixcr, in the ebair. 

Mr. Garrison said that he was almost tired of hearing 
his own voice on nils subject. He felt that H ought not 
to be necessary to keep arguing this matter to the people. 
It needed no argument with him. It should need none 
with anybody. 

We have much theology, but wbat does it amount toT 
In the light of it, slavery lives and thrives, as all evil 
must under a system of religion tbat is purely theoretical, 
and which overlooks the practical. We must not look to 
it to regenerate the country. 

Our friend Ballon told ns, this afternoon, that the 
Church did not treat slavery as a sin of equal magnitude 
with picking pockets. It was prompt to discipline the 
pickpocket, but not the slaveholder. But in dealing thus 
with petty theft, it was no evidence of morality on their 
part; for if picking pockets were made as legal and 
.topular as is slavery, it would not be considered immoral 
by the Church. Its morality is merely conventional. 

Mr. Ballon thongbt tbat if an order of nobility were 
attempted to be established, it would be resisted on all 
bands. But is this so ? Are we not verging towards a 
military despotism T How much do we lack of an order 
of nobility, except in the form! We are all too callous 
to the sufferings and claims of tbe slave. We have sym¬ 
pathy enongh for a single case tbat comes to onr notice ; 
bnt while onr hearts bleed for tbe individual, we forget 
the millions of equal sufferers, and do not realize their 
sufferings. Four millions are In an enforced Sodom and 
Gomorrah, aud four millions of church members consent 
their enslavement. What is such a Church, snch a 
religion t It is spurious, it is satanic. And if for this 
denunciation they brand me as infidel, I will bind their 
epithets os the choicest laurels about my brow. 

Let me ask you, Where do you stand in this matter f I 

ire not what is your theology, whether you believe in I 
the Unity or the Trinity, or whatever shade of theological 
opinion, but how do yon stand to tho slave ? You are a 
member of a Church, are you! Is it a pro-slavery 
Church! Docs it keep Bilence in the presence of this 
gigantic crime! Then it is your duty to flee out of it as 
did Lot out of Sodom. Do you support tho Bible, the 
Tract or the Missionary Society ! Do you dare support 
them while they are in league with the vilest oppressors! 
Do you know of a religious newspaper in the laud, that is 
at all popular, that opens its columns to a free discussion 
of tbe question of the relation of the Church to slavery! 

I know of none. Do you know of an anti-slavery paper 
the land whose columns are not folly open to the 
friends of tho American Church, to defeod it against onr 
charges ! I know of none. Why do not the clergy come 
anon our free platform, and vindicate, themselves from 
the tremeua^* cltarees we make agaiujit them ! Simply 
because they dare not; they know we are right, and they 
cannot successfully stand against us. 

Who bow comes upon our platform to defend the Union 
o one. The American Anti-Slavery Society has just 
held ita anniversary—a series of five public meetings in 
New York, and I beard but two hisses in all those large 
audiences—one iu defence of the Church, and one in de¬ 
fence of the Union I No one ventures an argument ou 
our platform in defence of the old Union. A dodge is 
reeorted to; they come with a new Constitution—an anti- 
slavery Constitution—and so attempt to evade tbe guilt 
and responsibility. As though Washington and Jefferson 
did not know what they were about; os if all our history 
as false ! 

Abby Kellet Foster spoke of a meeting called at 
another placo to hear Dr. Cbeever on Kansas. She 
thanked God that a handful still remembered the slave, 
tbat we have not met to consider side or minor issues, but 
to consider the cause out of which theso things, of which 
Dr. Cbeever Bpeaks, have grown. And I thank God, 
said, that these things do good, that His laws do not I 
void, that those who fasten a chain upon the heel of 
their fellows muBt of necessity find the other end around 
their own necks; and that Northern men are beginning 
to feel, in their own perrons, in Kansas, some of tbe out¬ 
rages and wrongs that they have helped to inflict upon 
the slave. 

Wendell Phillip* made the closing speech, in which 
be showed, in a clear and eloqnent manner, the soundness 
of the policy as well as morality of a dissolution of the 
Union. He showed the safety of that movement, and de- j 
monstrated, to absolute moral certainty, the happy resulu 
which would follow to the cause of freedom.

But when the New Fork 
Tribune, the Evening Post, the Boston Traveller , and oilier 
Republican organs come to us laden with all the old abuse 
of us and our movement tbat used to fill the column* 
of the New York Herald and Express, what shall we do 
with them! 

Mr. Garribon said that he was not prepared to say tbat 
the Republican movement is a worse movement or a more 
dangerous one than any other. He believed in slow pro¬ 
gress, and these men are making progress, though no* 
they see men but as trees walking. He then went on to 
show that the Republican party is not an anti-slavery 
party, but only a non-extension party, and we should 
judge it by its own standards.
